W itness was there when Glass’s house 
was broke. Witness saw M'Cuteheon beat at Glass’s house when attacked, but does not 
know who wrecked the house, but heard them shout Garry owe n ; thinks the Catholic party 
who wrecked Glass’s house. 

Thomas Vaghey, Sworn. — Lives in Tullygoonigan ; recollects the 15th instant; knows 
Terence McMahan's house- Witness lives opposite; saw a body of people pass by; saw 
no arms with them; heard no shots from them ; saw them break Terence Garvey's windows. 
Garvey is a Catholic, and so is M'Mahau. Witness is a Protestant; saw M ‘Mahan’s house 
a-brealting, and does not know one man of them do so, or any reason ; never heard of any 
cause being assigned ; supposes they were Protestants who broke the houses ; saw colours 
with one man, but does not know his name. Knows of Mawhinny being beat; was about 
100 yards from M‘ Mahan’s ; can’t say they were Orangemen ; remembers Christmas night 
last; knows of M'Cutclieon being beat at Glass’s house. 

John M‘Veigh, Sworn. — Lives in Alistra ; works for M'Bride; remembers night of 15th 
instant; saw a number, about 20 persons, on the road, who said they would hum M‘I 3 ride’s 
mil], and kiln, and barn; said they would get a rope to hang the Pope, pish holy water. 
Witness’s son, James M'Veigh, went out on the load, and they attacked him. Witness did 
not know' one of them; but his wife having gone to relieve the child, was attacked, and 
knocked down and kicked ; one of them hit witness with a slick across the head ; swore he 
would put two heads upon him; they attacked his house and broke his windows; thinks 
they were Protestants. Mr. M'Bride goes to meeting, and witness is a Roman-catholic. 
Witness had no quarrel with any person. Mr. M'Bi iilc had discharged some men from his 
employment. Witness does not fill that situation; it is filled by Smith. Barr was dis- 
charged for getting great will) a woman; heard Barr was a quarrelling man, and Mr.

William Cardwell M‘ Bride, Sworn. — Lives in Alister; on the evening of the 16th went 
to accompany Gilbert Veikey past M 'Mahon’s house, as lie was afraid ; heard a report of 
large assembly of people in Annahagh. Witness went up to see ; went to Pat Hughes's ■ 
saw about 20 persons in the house armed ; saw one firelock, pitchfork, and the like. Wit- 
ness asked vvhal. they were assembled for, and they said, in their own defence, as they were 
afraid of the Orangemen attacking them, as they were threatened. Witness requested them 
10 stop in the house ; it was about six o’clock in the evening; said they were threatened 
by the Killyman Orangemen. Witness went home, and was awoke about two o’clock next 
morning by about six persons; John Richardson, Bernard Hagan, Robert Sloan, Rennison ; 
they stated a number of persons were collecting in Kinnego, and desired witness to go with 
them for the military; they said drums were beating and shots firing; said the brange 
party were assembling at Kinnego, and it was the Catholic party at Hughes’s, in Annahagh. 
Witness's father went into Armagh for the military. Witness heard the music play at 
Kinnego; cannot say he could identify any of those at Hughes’s house ; at about the

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Second Day, 29th January 1835. 

James Williamson, Sworn. — Recollects evening of 13th instant. ; was returning home from 
Armagh; left that about three or four o’clock ; htul got a piece down on the Moss Road ; 
heard about seven shots fired from Annahagh. Saw men upon Annahagh-bill ; thinks 20 
or 30; saw two guns with them; might be too yards from witness; heard shouting. 

A number of about 50 persons was on the road with witness, rather before him ; some of 
this party were shouting; were all Protestants unless one. Heard no shouting front his 
party till shots were fired from Annahagh ; no shots were fired front his party. Witness 
was injured, but can’t say how. Witness heard of a number of his party being wounded ; 
could be wounded without his knowledge. Witness was beat about too yards below 
Annahagh, and party separated from him; his brother was with him when beat; thinks 
about tour persons were beating witness; the men came out of the Moss who beat hint. 
About two or three of witness’s party were standing convenient to him when beat, but was 
afraid to come forward, as firing was going on. The men who heat witness came from 
opposite direction to Annahagh, from Grange side ; a number of persons were coming after 
witness, at a distance, when he was beat. The men coming with witness were Samuel 
Williamson, Robert Miller ; they were quiet. Witness was coming home from chairing 
Colonel Venter. M'Mahan’s house was racked before he came that far. Witness had 
passed that house before he was beat; did not apply to a magistrate, as he could not iden- 
tify any person ; saw his brother gel a blow. A doctor attended witness, who thought he 
would not live; witness’s brother was more beat than he. Witness came into Armagh as 
a private individual ; received no orders to come. 

John Williamson, Sworn. — Is brother of last witness; lives in Derryscollap. tie and 
about 20 of his neighbours went to Armagh by Lougiignll ; they were Orangemen and 
Protestants, as he believes, but is no Orangeman himself. They travelled in a body, had 
music, but no colours ; can’t say what tunes were played; was returning from Armagh 
without music; thinks might be 50 or 60 with him; some were before him and party. 

TI ad travelled about two miles from Armagh before he heard shots fired ; heard about six 
shots fired ; were from a hill (hill of Annahagh); saw about 50 or 60 persons on the hill. 
Witness had passed M'Mahan’s house before he heard shots fired ; saw' it had been racked. 
Those on the road run when shots were fired; the party before his party might be a mile 
down the road when he was attacked from party from the hill ; saw one gun with them. 
Witness’s brother was behind his party when beat; witness thinks 12 persons might be 
beating him and brother ; they came from the bog on opposite side of the road from 
Annahagh, and joined the party heating witness and brother; might be 20 yards behind 
him when beat. Witness was severely wounded and beaten by the party, and thrown into 
a bog-hole ; required two doctors to attend him ; did not apply to a magistrate, as he could 
not identify any person, but thinks were from the hill where houses arc burned, and was 
not a quarter of a mile from where witness was beat. Doctors thought he could not live 
two days. A woman saved him by taking him out of the hole. 

John Sinclair, Sworn. — Lives in Kinnery ; remembers the 15th instant ; was in Armagh ; 
was returning with about seven more about lour o’clock iu the evening. Thomas Sinclair, 
Simon Sinclair, Robert Cherry, Robert Martin, Martin Verner, Samuel Corrigan and Wil- 
liam Kilpatrick were with him, all on horseback. Got as far as M'Mahan’s house ; some 
persons came out and pointed out what was done; by this time it was racked. M'Mahan 
came out first. They pulled up, and a man said, “ Mr. Sinclair, this is a gratifying sight to 
you ;” Mrs. Corr remarked that it was not. A little farther, when going on, a man called 
Patrick Cullen caught hold the reins of Thomas Sinclair’s horse, and warned lmn not to 
go farther that way, or his life 'would be taken, as he said he thought 700 or upwards were 
on the Bog-road, armed, and wanted witness and party to return, anil go Black watertown- 
road. Witness and party proceeded on the Bog-road, and separated one before the other, 
as witness thought better not to be all together if attacked. Witness saw a number of per- 
sons on the left side (Annahagh side), about 50 or Co ; did not see arms, as it was rather 
dark; saw like the flash of a gun-pan ; heard shots fired ; saw men on the right hand. 
Witness was struck by a man on right hand, who had a weapon like a pitchfork-shaft. 
Witness and parly went on ; thinks he heard two shots fired rather before him. Witness 
was a friend of Colonel Verner’s; heard no drums or music 011 the road at the time. 
Patrick Cullen is a Catholic, and thinks he said the men on the road were of his own 
persuasion. 

Thomas Sinclair, Sworn .—Remembers 15th instant; was in Armagh with his brother, the 
last witness. Left Armagh about four o’clock or aller, with the persons above-named, 
beino- altogether about eight or nine together. When they came so iar as M'Mahan s, 
M'Mahan came out, and Mrs. Corr, his neighbour, who had got her windows broke. 
A man came up and said to witness that it was a gratifying sight for him to see that, 
meaning the house being racked; and witness replied, not ; that he was sorry to see it. 
Mrs. Corr and M'Mahan remarked, that if witness and his brother had been up at the 
time it would not have happened, meaning the racking of the houses. From what witness 
can hear, thinks it was the Orange party broke the houses. Witness and party remained 
for some time; and after goiug a little farther down the Bog-road, Nicholas Cullen stopped 
witness’s horse, and told him not to go on further, but to return and go by Blackwater-

several'pans of guns among them : afterwards heard shots from same party, about two o. 
three shots. Witness knows there has been much bad feeling in his neighbourhood since 
Armagh races, as Protestnats were beat at them. Thinks M'Mahan’s house was broken by 
way ol' retaliation for Glass’s house being broke, and M'Cutclicon and Mawhinriy’s being 
beat; heard the like reports. Thinks that parties travelling in procession, and party tunes 
play in°', arc sufficient to excite angry feelings; thinks that M‘Mahat)’s house being racked 
was the cause of the attack on him and parly. Hears from reports that Catholics were dis- 
pleased from being abused at Clontilew, and that Protestants complained since Blackwater- 
town races, which was before Clontilew, being beat there: often heard of attacks on that 
road; witness was attacked coming from last general election. Conceives Armagh races 
were the commencement of the disturbances in the country, and l/ial his influence was 
instrumental of tranquillizing his neighbourhood. Thinks it was the beating of the Pro- 
testants at Armagh races which was the commencement of the disturbances. Thinks if 
M'Mahan’s house had not been racked, no shots would Imve been fired at witness and parly ; 
did not hear of music being on the road that night. A friend of his, a Protestant, was beat 
at Clontilew races ; it was not exclusively the Catholics who were heat at Clontilew. 



Nicholas Cullen, Sworn.— Lives in Annahagh. Recollects the 15th instant ; remembers 
meeting Mr. Thomas Sinclair. Witness desired him to go hack, for fear he should he hurt, 
as a .crowd was on the road before them with arms. Witness saw arms with them ; can’t 
say how many arms ; does noL remember what number of persons he told M r. Sinclair were 
collected ; saw them firing shots. Hughes's house was broken before that. Witness thinks 
what made them assemble on his side was M'Mahan’s house being broken, and the racking 
party going towards Hughes’s house. Six or seven of witness’s party gathered on Anua- 
hagli-hill, and watched the other party; and when they came up towards Hughes’s house, 
witness and party went off. When they heard of M ‘Mahan’s and Hughes’s houses being 
racked, the people collected and fired at them. Heard it allowed it was Orangemen who 
racked the houses, and Catholics who assembled with witness. Thinks about 40 men came 
from M ‘Mahan’s to Hughes’s; heard that the reason of attacking Hughes’s house was ihat 
his son is charged with beating Mawhinny, and that M'Mahan’s house was injured in conse- 
quence of the persons who beat Mawhinny having came out of it. Saw no Catholics 
assembled that day until Hughes's house was broken. The Catholics shouted murder in 
Annahagh, ami gathered and chased the Protestant party. Does not know one of the Pro- 
testant party ; knows Hughes and Michael Mackey to be of Lite party protecting the houses 
in Annahagh. 

Patrick Hughes, Sworn. — Lives in Annahagh; recollects 15th instant. Knows M‘ Malian 
the pensioner ; saw a crowd at his house : was not down at it ; was in his own field, but no 
crowd was there. A crowd came up towards his, witness’s, house; might be 200 or 300. 
There was a man on horseback, who said to the crowd, “Top the hill ami spread.” A num- 
ber of them run to witness’s house, and one came in and asked for his gun ; witness said he 
had no gun, and he then caught witness and assaulted him ; another man broke his win- 
dows. Thinks they were of Orange party, as they called out for the Pope. Witness’s house 
was searched for the gun. Saw no crowd on the hill (meaning Roman-catholics) until win- 
dows were broke, and then about 12 persons assembled of the neighbours. Shots were 
fired,, thinks by the party protecting the houses, and drove the others off; does not know 
one of the party who came to destroy the houses. His son was knocked down, but can't 
say by whom. Witness went to Mr. Barnes, a magistrate in Armagh, to bring out the 
police, on Friday the 16th, having heard from Mrs, Veikey.'that the lownland was going to 
be destroyed. On Friday night, some of his neighbours assembled in his house for protec- 
tion ; witness was not there, and can’t say how many was there ; did not hear of a challenge 
being sent to Orange party to fight them. About 10 o’clock on morning of 17th, heard 
drums beating towards Charlemont. Witness went for the police to Armagh ; left home 
about nine or ten o’clock ; went to Mr. Dobbin and then to Mr. Barnes, magistrates; the 
police were under aims ; did not go out with police, but when he went home house was 
burned. Says the police came to his house to look for one of his sons for beating Maw- 
hinny, about four days after Mawhinny was beat. 

Patrick Hughes, junior, Sworn.— Recollects 15th instant, when M'Mahan’s house was 
racked; saw it racked by a large party of people, thinks, the men who were chairing 
Mr. Verner. John Mackle and about six or seven were with witness; a party came up 
towards the hill; one man on horseback said, “ Go to the top of the bill and spread;” and 
party of them attacked the houses out of the face. Witness was knocked down ; stones 
were throwing in all directions. Heard the Williamsons were of the party, but can’t iden- 
tify any of them. After houses were attacked, a number of the neighbours gathered, and 
with arms chased the party off. John Hughes had a gun, Peter M'Kinley had a gun ; 
witness and party were about 12, and thinks had only two guns; knows no reason for 
breaking the houses, only because they belonged to Catholics., Heard of Mawhinney being 
beat; some of witness’s family is charged for beating him. Heard that Mr. Sinclair was 
attacked; heard a party was assembled at theBog, besides those on Annahagh-hill, at. the 
n houses.

houses. Witness and party pursued the other party down the hill, and saw some of them, 
beat; can’t say Williamson was one of them. Did not hear himself or party cry out for 
Kinnigo boys, or Orange party. On Friday, the 16th, a body assembled ; many had arms; 
might be 200 men or upwards; thinks they were not Orangemen, might be strangers ; had 
pitchforks, bayonets and sticks; they went off that night; they came to Annahagh from 
live to nine o’clock that, evening, to protect the houses. On Saturday morning, when 
party came to burn the houses, they fired shots at Annahagh, and those in the Townland 
fled. Thinks if the large party had remained in Annahagh, no houses would have been 
burned ; the party left Annahagh on night of 16th, at request of Mr. M'Bride. Saw a 
mounted policeman coming up the Bog-road on Saturday morning, when house., were on 
fire. Could not say how many guns were in Annahagh; hears a gun was presented at 
policeman; witness told them to let the man go on. Witness’s brother was taken for the 
beating of Muwhinney, about a week after the beating. 



Third Day.— 30th January 1835. 

Joseph McMillan, Sworn.— Lives in Charlemont; is borough constable for Charlemont ; 
remembers the 1 5th. On leaving Armagh, near the Whole Slone, he was stopped by a 
number of people, who told him to go no further for fear of their lives ; with this persua- 
sion witness stopped in John Sloan’s house until the morning of the 16th, at five o’clock, 
or after; when going on towards Charlemont, nearly opposite Annoha, opposite Putt 
Hughes’, heard a whistle, and a shout “ Come on, boys, here they are; guns to the front.” 
Witness saw a large party, upwards of 50, as he thinks. Witness and party turned into 
Nicholas Collins’ house for sake of preservation; John Holmes, Sarah M'Cone, and wit- 
ness, who were with him ; Joseph Anderson, James Smith, S. Frezill, were in Sloan’s house 
also; the latter did not go into Collins’ house, but went on; persons pursued them; 
came out of Hughes’ house; one had a spade ; struck John Holmes in witness’s presence 
with same, and damned his soul that none of Venter's men should come that road. The 
same man struck Holmes frequently. Another man ran at witness with a pitchfork ; 
struck witness on his little finger. Witness thought right to make away; three men fol- 
lowed him. Witness took to the left, through the bog; one of them, whom he knows, 
struck witness with a spade, and knocked him down into a hole; the man made off, and 
witness got out and came to the cross roads leading to Black water-town. Witness saw 
as he thinks,, six guns with the party. Witness heard two shots quite convenient to 
him • saw no bavonets; the man who struck Holmes with the spade had also a shortgun, 
which he placed "between his legs until he struck Holmes. Thinks men so assembled are the 
Catholic party, because they cried out against Venter's men ; did not go before a magistrate; 
had to billet soldiers; attended an investigation in Charlemont; and his trade, to support a 
small family: did not hear until Saturday about Hughes’ house being racked and burned. 
Witness saw Holmes since, and he is much injured, and not able to go out to pass infor- 
mations He also lives in Moy, county Tyrone. Witness, 011 the 19th, was before Mr. 
Olpherts, a magistrate of the county of Armagh, and did not represent this cause, as it was 
Iht investigation about men win. had anils.

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heard of ihe Williamsons being shot ; the people appeared on their watch, and in g reat 
alarm ; bullets passed witness from both sides, and he thought right to take into the county 
for safety. 

Sir Frederick Sloven, Sworn! — On Friday tlu: ititli was at Dungannon; reports reached 
him that two men were shot, and others beaten. Witness heard that there was no police 
in Armagh, or convenient. Witness thought, if true, Mr. Henry of Armagh would have 
informed witness, and witness wrote to Mr, Henry to inform witness of the transaction. 
[Captain Henry’s letter read] ; and on the morning of the 17th got another, informing wit- 
ness that 300 Catholics, and as many and more Protestants were assembled, that bells were 
ringing, 'and that no force was convenient, the General being at Newry. Witness sent 
eight men to Charlemont. Witness went to Colonel Story at Clinrlemonr, and he said lie 
would lend his force. Mr. Oldphert attended the very time witness was in the fort; a 
barrel and half of gunpowder was taken out of the store by Mr. Cardwell, a merchant 
and vender, accompanied by the late permanent sergeant; this was about 12 o’clock in 
the day. The magistrates, witness, and force, paraded to the bog ; on the nearest bog saw 
a number of men loosely together with arms. Witness and party paraded on the road 
and they proceeded to Kinnigo-hill and got into line, and witness computes them at least 
150 men; they took up a position on the hill; there are lour roads just under the hill. 
On the opposite side, at Anuhagh, witness observed seven cabins on (ire, which, covered 
nearly half a mile; while witness was looking M‘M alien came flown as the ambassador 
from this 150 men; he said/* Mr. Oldpherts these poor fellows are defending them- 
selves; ’’and said, “ We were all beaten the night before,” and that there were numbers on 
the other side of the hill. Witness replied, “ I see no people ; ” M'Mnllcn said, “ They 
are behind the hill;” and witness said, “ Look there,” meaning at the houses burned. 
Witness said/* You have arms in your hands; ” M'Mullen said, “ O, sir, wc were all beat 
the night before.” Witness said, “ Why did you not go to a magistrate?” and M'Mullen 
said, “ We’ll manage our own affairs.” Witness said, “ These men on Kinnigo-hill must leave 
that.” Witness consulted Mr. Oldpherts, and they thought that if making an attempt to 
caption, blood must be shed. M'Mullen said 1000 Catholics were behind the hill, and if he 
Would get them to disperse, they would disperse. Witness said, “ The military must remain 
where they are until all are dispersed.” Witness and Mr. Oldphert went to look along the 
road, and could not see them ; saw about six or so under arms at Amiahagh ; Hughes told 
Mr. Oldphert, “ You might have prevented all this if you wished, for you knew it.” This 
Hughes is under bail for beating Mawhimiey. They went on to Mr. M'Mahon’s house, 
and saw nothing. Witness ana he came back to the police, ami saw that the men oil 
Kinnigo-hill was gone; sent up police to see, who said they saw them marching in order, 
with guns sloped, and bayonets and no belts, towards Longhgal! ; supposes yeomanry arms, 
because there were bayonets. A constable from Charlemont, named Kilpatrick, told wit- 
ness the party were gone, but that the papist rascals had not got half enough of it, the pa- 
pist rascals. I (witness and party) thought it impossible to save the houses on fire ; heard 
there was 1,500 rounds of cartridge made up in Loughgall the clay before; heard Jacksons 
had sold all the gunpowder they had had. Witness was returning home, mid as no police 
were there, Mr. O. and military were to patrol. When witness got to Moy bridge, saw a 
party in Moy armed ; heard a shot fired. Witness returned and met military, and came 
into Charlemont too late, as the party had gorie towards Loughgall. Witness got the 
military placed across the road to prevent party coming from Moy; the party marched out 
of Moy with drums, &c. &c., towards Killy man or Dungannon ; the armed parly at Kin- 
nigo might be 500 yards from the burning; has no proof of Kinnigo party being the burn- 
ing party. 

Henri/ Osbourne, Sub-constable. — Was sent on command, on Saturday the 17th instant, 
by Captain Duff, from Dungannon to Charlemont-, and thence to Armagh. When witness 
got about two miles from Charlemont, at the Cross-roads, then about half-past ten, saw a 
party under, arms, they were firing shots everyway: they were ordered to slop firing, 
flunks might be 300; were all armed with carbines and muskets; they were calling out 
for Verner, and one man said they were only protecting themselves, and wished witness good 
speed. Saw, some distance above the Cross-roads, a smoke beginning to rise as if on fire; 
saw 13 or 14 men comingfrom it towards the body of men at Cross-roads, some of them had 
arms. House might be three or four perches from the party at Cross-roads; saw no colours 
or drums with any of them. Witness went on to where two houses are, about half a mile 
or three quarters from the first party, and saw a number' assembled in a field, about 50; 
some had- arms, bad description of arms, like old muskets and bayonets, &c. ; might be 30 
stand; about 10 or 12 of them levelled their guns at witness, and 'ordered him to stand or 
they would shoot him. Some of them had bayonets on poles and pitchforks. Witness 
asked what they wanted ; a man appearing at their head, asked witness where he was from; 
witness said from Dungannon ; they said, if he belonged to Armagh they would have shot 
him, because police did not come to them. One of them said. Shoot him any way, he 
Belonged to the police ; but as he was not, they would only ask hit* to look at what was 
done and to report it to the gentlemen in Armagh, and get them some protection. Witness 
turned up into the lane, and saw a second house in flames, thinks two houses under roof. 

T" Sa , ,d , ? s "e was a policeman, he was as bad as those that burned the bouses, and 
ought to be killed, and with this raised a musket at witness, witness then put his hand to his 
pistol ; another man came up and caught hold of the musket, and said witness should not 
he annoyed, as he was on his duty 5 the latter man asked witness would he represent it to the 

gentlemen, 
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gentlemen, and witness said lie would, and went off. Saw different crowds of people on the 
road between that and Armagh; some said he was too late, and that police did not care 
about them, being their own sort; others said, Go on. Were generally all men. and not 
women, the first party he saw at the Cross-roads offered witness no opposition; they 
appeared to be firing up in (he air, and not at any person ; did not think they were ball car- 
tridge from the sound. 



George Holland, Captain Royal Artillery, stationed at Charlemont, Sworn .—On Friday 
the x6th, heard a person say, that a party of people, coming from the chairing the 
evening before, had been attacked at the far end of the bog, and that nine persons had 
been wounded ; heard of the racking of M ‘Mahon’s house; that horns had been blowing 
through the country to assemble the people, and that persons on this side of the bog had 
armed themselves; heard thaL persons had gone from Charlemont to Moy, on Thursday night 
the 1 51I1, armed. On leaving Moy to go 10 the fort in Charlemont on Friday morning, made 
the inquiry if such reports were true, and heard they were. Witness reported to Colonel Story 
in the fori, and lie. Colonel Story, made a report to the secretary of the lloyal Hospital. 
On the morning of the 171I1 witness heard drums beat very early; saw several parlies of six 
or seven with muskets, passing through Moy towards Charlemont. Heard drums and 
lifes coming up Killy mau-road, could not make out whether there were any armed men with 
them. Witness asked what it was all about; the men meeting said it was reported tliaL 500 
Roman-catholics had passed through Blackwater-town the night before, armed, crying 
out for the face of a Protestant; heard that the Roman-catholics had challenged the 'Pro- 
testant party ; heard these men, the Protestants, were going out with a determination to 
burn all before them. Witness told Colonel Story the circuit) atauce, and be made arrange 
meals, by reporting to the. commanding officer at Armagh, and a communication with l\Ir. 
Olpherls ; the artillery were ordered to be in preparation. Witness in the meantime heard 
a drum and fife; witness then saw a party march in regular order; witness went lo road 
leading from Armagh road toLoughgall; witness cautioned them the illegality of their 
proceedings, and said, if ordered to fire, they would be shown no mercy ; one of the party 
said, “ It is a very haid thing no Protestant can come to this side of the country without 
being beat, and coining home from the chairing the other evening we were shot at from the 
hills,” and they were determined to have a clear road' if they were to die for it. Witness 
again remonstrated with them ; a tall man came up and said, “ Hurra boys, this is the road,” 
and they marched on. Witness counted their arms, there were *24 stand, either 20 or 21 were 
muskets with bayonets; one in the rear was a fowling piece with silver escutcheons; and 
they marched over the hill. Witness informed the colonel again ; saw several parlies of 
five-or six or so, marching with arms. A report came to the colonel, by a constable of 
police, informing him of the same that witness told him. Witness went and met Sir F. 
Stovens in Moy, and told him all that was done; came with witness to the fort, and 
arrangements were made to go with Mr. Olpherts and men to the bog. Moved with police 
in front, a six-pounder and men, and so on. Corroborates Sir F. Sloven. Witness heard 
M'Mullen say, if they would stand out of their way, they would soon put the others out of 
the way. On Saturday night, the 17th, about 11 o’clock, when second patrol had went, 
witness was informed of a house being attempted lo be burned; witness went down with 
Mr. Ormsby (having first acquainted the colonel), and found that the corner of the house 
had been lighted, and in hunting about on the ground the burned rag produced by witness 
was found among the burned straw. ’Witness inquired did the house belong to a Protes- 
tant or Roman-catholic ; heard the houses belonged to Mrs. Lawson, a Protestant, but that 
they were let to Mrs. Woods, a Roman-catholic. It- was said that three strange men were 
seen about the place sometime in the evening, and that there was a parcel of Ribbonmen 
in a house just bye. Witness went on inquiry after the persons who done this. Witness 
was going to the barracks, met a parly coming towards him with arms ; witness questioned 
them where they were going, they said, to protect the houses burning, that there were 
Ribbonmen; and when cautioned, they went off. 



David Duff, Chief-constable, Sworn— On Friday morning, the man who brought Iran In, 
letters mentioned that two men were shot dead, two Orangemen, called Williamsons. 
Cleave the blocks coming from Armagh election. Witness sent the sergeant ot police on 
express to inquire the nature of this ; his answer when lie came back, sard two men were 
beaten but that the preservative peace of the country was to be attributed to Mr. binclnii , 
that ali was then peaceable. On Saturday, 17th when going towards the bog, saw the 
men assembling with arms. Witness went up to the top of the hill with la police, and saw 
the party marching off towards Kinnery, as he was told ; had music when returned to 
Charlemont. Saw parties coming from Moy with arms ; said that the Ktllyman people 
were called Kiljyman rackets; got them prevented coming to Charlemont ; heard some 
parties went iVont Moy towards ifillyman. Two venders of gunpowder live in Dungannon, 
and witness prevented themm 'his own responsibility, horn information which he received, 
for sell ng powder. He had a prosecution against a Roman-catholic for has, ng sold 17 
pounds of gunpowder without a licence , that it was the hide kind of blast, ng powder, and 
with fine powder from priming would do very well.

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William Reiney, Thomas Catherwood; all of Moy. Reilly was marching with the party, 
Reiney and Catherwood by themselves : did not see them go towards Armagh. 

William Obherts, Esq., Sworn.— Is a magistrate of this county ; was in Armagh on 
Friday, the lGth ; about one in the day, opposite the Provincial Bank, met some men who 
resided in Annahagh. Witness was inquiring of M ‘Mahan having been racked the morn- 
ing before; said they were afraid they would be attacked. Witness was not surprised at 
M‘ Malian’s being racked, as it was supposed the men came out of it who beat Maw- 
hinny. Witness left. Armagh about two o’clock, and wetU home past M> Mahan’s house, 
and found all perfectly quiet ; passed by Annahagh. On Saturday morning heard shots 
going off, drums beating. Witness was not much surprised, as drums are often ben ting 
there; this was about 10 o’clock in the morning; thought the shots he heard proceeded 
from sportsmen. Some persons came and informed witness that great numbers 6f men 
were marching, and that the country was till disturbed. Witness went out towards Mu!- 
linary, which leads to Kilmore and Kinnigo, and saw two or three men with guns. As 
witness had known that the artillery had gone in part to New ry, witness thought the 
colonel could have very few to send out, and thought that, as he was u magistrate, if he 
would return from the fort without military it might encourage ^the mobs. Witness sent 
a letter to Colonel Story, to send as strong a force as he could. Shortly after, Mr. Onus by, 
an officer in llie artillery, came to witness to say Colonel Story couM give a force of ao 
men ; and witness went with Mr. Ormsby to the garrison, and saw Sir F. Stoven there, with 
a few police which he brought from Dungannon. When witness and Sir F. Sloven and 
party came to opposite the hill of Kinnigo, Sir F. wanted to have the party routed off the 
bill, which witness objecLed to, and the men were in a body. (Sir F. would give him no 
advice, finding the responsibility would rest on himself,) and he, witness, knew the country 
and the people better than Sir F. Stoven. Sir F. Stoven said if lie lmd a commission of 
the peace he would, and witness thought proper not to do so. Witness observed two men 
coming from Kinnigo-hill, where the armed men were, whom witness met when going into 
Charlemont for the military with Mr. Ormsby ; these two men had no arms on either occa- 
sion; thinks they were not connected with the party in Kinnigo. M'Mullen, constable, 
and Blevins, who keeps a public-house in Charlemont, were their names; they told witness 
that the party on the hill of Kinnigo were only acting on the defence, and that they would 
disperse if they could get the others to disperse. Witness and Sir F. Sloven did not observe 
such numbers of persons on the opposiie hills as were sufficient, to excite the alarm of 
Kinnigo-hill. Proceeded on the road leading to Armagh; saw numbers- of people on the 
hill; did not observe arms with them, being at a distance, until come to Annahagh. In 
a narrow lane leading to Hughes’s house, witness observed six or seven. men leaving the 
main road and running up the lane; had two or three guns; witness called on them 
towards him, and they stooped as if to hide. One man did come out from them, named 
Hughes, against whom informations had been taken lor beating Mawhinney, who told wit- 
ness lie might have prevented all if be would ; said he was Patrick Hughes’s son ; said he 
was who was iu custody for beating Mawhinney. Witness thinks he told Hughes that 
they had brought all'this on themselves by beating Mawhinney: his mind was impressed 
that the beating of Mawhinney occasioned all. Witness and party went to M'Mahatt’s 
house, and returned and went'to Kinnigo, and found that it was all clear. Witness did not 
see them on his return. When witness and party came up to Kinnigo-hill from Charle- 
mont, the houses were on blaze; thinks some of those six or seven men whom lie saw in 
Annahagh with arms owned the houses burning. Conroy, whose house is burned, was 
father of a boy charged also for beating Mawhinney. While the military rested opposite 
Kinnigo, witness took down another road, leaving* Kinnigo on his right, and saw Mr. 
Hardy, J. P., and Mr. Abraham Walker, of Loughgall, near Air. Burrows ; witness remarked 
this was bad work, but hoped all wa9 over. Walker told witness there were 500 men to 
come from Loughgall to Kinnigo that night, and that there were 1,500 rounds of ball cart- 
ridge made that day in Loughgall. Witness came and told Sir F. Stoven the discourse; 
Mr. Hardy and Sir F. Stoven had a conversation ont hat subject, and Mr. Hardy said there 
was no such thing, and that he could prevent the like, and would repair immediately to 
Loughgall to prevent it. When all became quiet, the troops marched off to Charlemont, 
and witness took six police home with him. Witness was about half an hour home, when 
a mounted dragoon came to him from Sir F. Stoven from Charlemont, requesting witness 
to go there, and witness went there, and heard drums beating in or about Moy, and plans 
making to prevent them coming into Charlemont. Witness heard music going down, in 
the direction of Roxborougb. Witness remained until near 12 o’clock in Charlemont that 
night, and witness patrolled with the military and police; and the first having detained 
a second patrol weut out; when the second were out they met the first, and saw a man with 
a gun and bayonet. Witness sent him into Charlemont with the first patrol, and gave up 
his arms quietly. 



Fourth Day. — 31st January 1835. 

William Olpherts’ Examination continued. — As they proceeded to Armagh, on the second 
patrol, and got near the front of Kinnigo-hill, were challenged from bottom of hill ; asked 
who were there. Witness and party said, “ The police;” they replied," All is well, you may go 
on ;” thinks it was the Protestant party was at Kinnigo. Witness and party went on towards 
Annahagh, and saw more houses, as he thought, on fire. Witness and party called out “ Who 
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is there ? ” The houses continued burning from he left that in the morning. Witness heard 
since that there were more houses burned that night ; were returning, and at Kinnigo-hill 
cried out “ Who is there,” or if any person were there. They asked who witness and party 
were, and they replied, the police and witness, and that if some of them would come over 
no advantage would be taken of them. Witness heard the feet of persons coining towards 
him. Witness went up to them ; met two persons under arms ; did not know' them. Wit- 
ness asked them what they were doing, and they said, to take care of the place, and would 
injure no person unless attacked; they said so to witness, calling him by his name, and said 
they would not move from that place; they went up to Kinnigo, and witness and party 
went to Charlemont. On Sunday morning, when witness got up, was informed of two of 
his houses being fired into; one a blacksmith and labourer, formerly of witness’s. Slugs 
were brought to witness, and he visited the blacksmith’s house and saw it had been fired 
into, and outside of said house. On Monday morning a message was sent to witness by 
the chief constable that he had taken six men into custody under arms, and witness went 
into Charlemont. [Here a letter was read from Secretary for Ireland, to inquire if these men 
were ordered out by the portreeve of Charlemont, and as to his authority lor so doing.] 



Charles Atkinson, Chief-constable, Sworn. — Arrested six men on the rising ground enter- 
ing Charlemont, coming, as it were, from the country, about half-past five o’clock. When 
asked what they were, said they were yeomen ; denied having any order for marching 
with arms. About seven o’clock in the morning informed Mr. Olphert; and witness 
returned to Charlemont aud received a paper. Mr. Olphert and Sir F. Sloven held an in- 
vestigation into the circumstance ; they acknowledged to be yeomanry guns three of them; 
hears one is member of a corps; they all acknowledged the fact of carrying arms; when 
taken they used force and resistance before giving up arms ; all surrendered but one, and 
he was allowed to carry his own, and in the guard-room he gave up; it was Miles who 
hesitated to surrender; said his gun was registered. 



Mr. Olphert resumed on Saturday night.— Witness omitted to state that in the townland 
of Mullinary he took a gnu weightily loaded with ball, from a man called Devlin ; was a 
Catholic, as he believes; took the sword from a mau called Pat. Conly. a Roman-catholic; 
took a pitchfork from a man called Patrick Branigan, a Roman-catholic ; were about 100 
yards from their houses, except Connoly, one-fourth or half quarter of a mile from his 
house; Devlin leaped over a ditch before witness took the gun; they said, were going into 
Black water-town to escort some female friends home, who went, being afraid in consequence 
of the disturbance ; the arms were sent to Charlemont ; these men were about half a mile 
from where houses were burned.— (Now the investigation into the six men who were in cus- 
tody :) Witness went to Charlemont about 11 o’clock on Monday the igth; inquired of Mr. 
Atkinson for Sir F. Sloven; about one o’clock Mr. Martin, Mr. Byers the portreeve, Mr. 
Jackson and Mr. William Harpur, came into Mr. Atkinson’s room ; Mr. Harpur spoke 
roughly, and asked who kept these men in custody. Witness was compelled by his bad 
language to use his authority as a magistrate, by orderiug him out if he would not behave; 
the other gentlemen behaved in a very good order. They wished witness to hold the inves- 
tigation ; -but witness said he was waiting on Sir F. Sloven, and if he would not arrive 
shortly, he would hold it himself. Shortly after Sir F. Stoven arrived ; witness told Sir F. 
the circumstance, and about the six men, and he told witness that it was his place as a 
magistrate, and not his. W itness held the investigation in a room in the barracks in the lower 
yards. Witness was asked would it be private or public, and witness said, public; and it 
appeared at the investigation that these men were originally appointed by the portreeve for 
Charlemont ; but having gone out of town to the house of J antes Smyth of Mully leggan, at the 

other side of Black water-town, about two-aod-a-quarter miles from Charlemont, thought that 
having gone so far out of town they might be taken by the police. When the evidence 
was closed, a cry out was in the room for witness to give his decision instantly. Witness 
called. to have the room cleared ; thinks investigation lasted three or four hours. M itness 
said he would liberate the men, upon Mr. Martin becoming answerable with Mr. Byers the 
portreeve, for their forthcoming, if wanted ; and they said they would ; a cry was for them 
to get their arms, and witness refused until he would receive orders from a proper autho- 
rity to do so. Witness reported to the Earl of Gosford and Sir Henry Hardinge ; a ticket 
of registry was produced by old Miles of his gun being registered, being one of the guns 
seized, but witness refused him also; six or seven witnesses were examined at investigation. 
On Wednesday the 21st got a letter from Mr. Atkinson, chief constable ot police, about 
seven o’clock in the morning, that another house was burned in Grange, belonging to 
M‘ Vey. Witness went there immediately, and found it consisted ot three bays; two bays 
were destroyed, a kitchen, aud lower bay. M'Vey said he thought he never had done any 
one such harm as would occasion this. Witness heard that night a tramping about his 
house, and a rap at his door; he then jumped up about three o clock, and saw the low 
room all on fire ; the house altogether. Witness could do nothing by way of saving it, 
and went away; M'Vey is a Roman-catholic ; in the course of the day witness received 
information, which led witness to suppose that house was not maliciously burned; this was 
about two or three o’clock iu the day, and witness went to Charlemont and took a party ot 
police with him to the place, and did not find M‘Vey at home; heard be went to Armagh 
to Mr. Algers, who is agent to the place for Lord Charlemont. W itness having waited for 
some time examined M'Vey’s wife and daughter, of about n years old, as to the case, but 
not in presence of each other ; and from their different statements, and that of Muldoon, a 
101 ;5. B neignbotu. 
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neighbour, witness was of opinion the house was burned by accident, and not maliciously - 
tlmt it was in consequence of M'Vey’s wife having carried straw through the kitchen late at 
night, to fodder the cow. [Here Mr. Olphert commented on the evidence of tile three per- 
sons, which gave strong circumstances that the house may have been destroyed by accident.] 
Witness was informed by a person called Vallely ot Keenaghan, last night about nine 
o’clock, that his father’s house was attempted to be burned ; which house was before 
attempted, and for which previous attempt two men are in gaol for trial. 

Private Examination . — Witness visited Mawliinnys, alter they were beat, on Saturday 
morning about eight o’clock, (witness told them to send for the dispensary doctor of Uluck- 
water-town. Doctor Clarke, before he went to Mawhinny’s house;) witness and doctor were 
there together; witness found John Mawhinny in bed, all over with blood and bandaged. 
Witness asked if be was sensible lie would die, and he gave witness no satisfaction as to that • 
witness got. the doctor to examine him ; doctor lolrl witness that he considered him in a dan- 
gerous stale. Witness spoke to Mawhinny, and he appeared sensible that he would die- 
witness took his dying declaration. Saw the daughter, she was worse beat than her father! 
and in greater danger, as the doctor said. Witness took the information of his son, and the 
father and son charged individuals, some of whom by both ; that two of the houses burned 
belong to the fathers of the two persons charged for beating Mawhinny. Mawhinny was 
beat on Friday night, witness visited him on Saturday morning ; Mawhinny was unable 
to come to witness, and witness went to him. Depositions being taken, a warrant was 
immediately issued; repeated attempts were made to arrest them; every stratagem used to 
get them apprehended by Serjeant Morrow and the police, who had the warrant, and every 
anxiety to have them arrested. Witness, when on his way wrote from Ready to Mr. Henry 
to get warrant backed by a magistrate of tbe county of Tyrone, as it was likely they would 
be going to chapel there, as they would likely not go to their own chapel; a police station 
being nearest, witness told the police to watch every opportunity, and even pointed out the 
nights to them. One of the Roman-catholics were connected with a high Orange party, 
and it was thought he concealed him, and two Orangemen, as he hears, bailed him. After 
Mawhinny got well there was a report that Mawhinny would settle, only for Mr. Olpherts. 

™ Mr. O. said he could not take any part in the like; but if it was for the peace of the 
country, he would, if they considered well, write to the Earl of Goslbrd on the subject. 
Before witness took Mawhinny’s dying declaration, the apothecary being a Catholic, and 
knowing Catholics might be charged, lie ordered the doctor out of the room, lest he might 
give notice of any kind. Thinks that part of the road where Mawhinny was bent is not 
frequently in a dangerous state. Thinks it has been confined to these few cases ; but about 
Annahagh there are a mixture of parties, and they may Rave quarrel lings amongsL them- 
selves. Was not a man transported near him and returning home ; heard of something of 
the kind. Mr. Olpherts thinks if Mawhinny had not been beat, thinks M'Muhon’s house 
■would not been racked, nor any of the latter occurrences in the neighbourhood. Witness 
did hear say, that since M'Mahon’s house was racked, a party was at Aiinalmgh, who shouted 
“ Where is the Ktunigo boys?” hears, since the burning of the houses a large party went 
through Blackwater-town, and it might be the means of the Kinnigo party being so alarmed. 

David Duff, Chief-constable, Sworn.— Knows Killytr.au has not a soldier, police or ma- 
gi spate ; had to do duty in it once. There is no outrage in the neighbourhood of Dungannon 
or Killy man; Stewardstown is the nearest station of police; can’t say he ever knew Killy- 
imm men go out from home to do injury, bill saw a number of armed men in it one clay, 
the day of racking of Maghery; one man called M'Cardwell was there, was tried and 
cleared ; Colonel Verner’s gate was broke. Killyman people are almost all one way of 
thinking, Protestants. Witness had warrants against six people in Killyman ; every answer 
wtis given respecting Killyman ; alluded to the Orange district, utid not to the parish of 
Killyman exclusively. , r 



Charles Magee, Esq., Sworn.— Lives in Blackwater-town ; remembers the night of i6tl 
vvas sitting with Doctor Clarke, Mr. Kennedy, and Mr. Crothers; about xo minutes befoi 
nine o clock heard a great noise, shouting, ran to the door and saw a very large assembl 
of people coming down from Moy side.

A number of men who 
work at the canal were seen assembled. 

Sarah Brennan Sworn .-Lives in Annahagh ; recollects her mother's house was set on 
fire and burned, by a party of people on the morning of i 7 t|i, about 10 or 1 1 o’clock : heard 
drums, saw men coming from Kinnigo ; witness and family run into Armagh for fear of 
their lives; when they came back house was burned; witness has no brothers: does not 
know a man among them. 

William Dawley, James QiUen, Rose Cullen, and Elizabeth Cullen, all Sworn.— On a 7th 
houses were burned, their property ; does not know by whom. 

Bridget Cullen, wife of James Cullen of Annahagh, Sworn. — On 17th house was burned 
about seventh hour of the night; does not know who burned it, has no reason to suspect; 
made her escape. y 7 

Catherine Magran of Annahagh, Sworn.— About to or 11 o’clock on morn in" of 17th 
instant, house was burned by a parly of people ; does not know one of them. ° 

James Cullen, son of Elizabeth Cullen of Annahagh, Sworn.— House was set on fire and in 
part burned ; and does not know one of the party who did it. 

John Mackle. Sworn.— Lives in Annahagh; saith his house was set on fire and part 
burned on the 17th, and does not know one of the persons concerned ; but William Clarke 
told Nicholas Cullen that he, William Clarke, took the coal out of Nicholas Cullen’s house. 

Sarah Rennison, Sworn. — -Saith that a stack of wheat, her property, was burned at same 
time, in Annahagh; and does not know one of the party. 

Patrick Hughes , Sworn. — Saith- that his house in Kilmore was burned on 171I1, and does 
not know one of the persons who set fire to it. 

Daniel Conroy, Sworn. — Lives in Kilmore; his father’s house was burned on the 17th; 
does not know one of the party who set iL on fire ; saw two persons go into the house, does 
not know either of them ; when the men went away, witness and another were striving to 
save the house, when a ball came from towards Kinnigo and struck witness on the arm ; a 
second ball went through Michael Conroy’s hat, who was assisting him ; shots were firing on. 

Michael Conroy, Sworn. — Was in company with Daniel Conroy, assisting him to save 
his house which was burning on 17th; shots were fired at them, a ball went through wit- 
ness’s hat; does not know any of the party who fired. 

Mary Moore, Sworn. — Lives at Blundel’s-grange ; on the 17th, about six or seven o’clock 
at night, was in her house with three other women ; first heard a window broke; a party of 
about 16 was about the house; five came into the house; two ransacked it, witness saw 
them ; three of them stood in the kitchen, held a gun at her breast and demanded her arms; 
witness said she had none ; witness asked the favour of getting the old man out, and they 
threatened her. When witness and family went out, the party set fire to the house with the 
candles in the house; some neighbours came and watered out the house; the old man was 
laid outside at a potatoe pit; when the party went off, tile old man was brought into a 
neighbour’s house, and died about to minutes after. Men had guns; they came from 
Kinnigo as they went into it ; does not know any of them, could not identify one of them ; 
does not suspect any person ; had no quarrel with any person ; knows the inhabitants of 
Kinnigo very well ; there is people in Kinnigo which she does not know. Thinks party 
were strangers ; the Protestant neighbours put out the fire, and assisted witness and family. 
Witness saw a man in a ditch wounded, hears he is called Williamson, who she took out of 
the drain; witness was assisted by — — Brennon in pulling him out; was on the 35th; 
his head was bleeding; previous to that, witness heard a great noise; saw an attack on 
Patrick Hughes’s house in Annahagh ; the party came from towards M'Mahan’s house ; 
can’t tell the number of the men; heard two shots fired; after houses were racked saw the 
party run away, and thinks the others were following; thinks it was the men who were in 
Armagh ran first, and the people from Patrick Hughes’s of Annahagh were chasing them ; 
before she beard shots fired Hughes's house was racked ; was after shots were fired she saw 
the man in the drain ; heard a noise, and horns sounded, and men ran back to Annahagh. 

John Brownlee, Sworn* — -.Recollects Moore’s house being on fire; assisted to put it out; 
saw two men previous at a turf-stack, can’t say who they were; saw no crowd about the 
house; witness was afraid of being attacked by the men himself, and shouted to not hurt, 
calling out his name when passing ; is a Protestant*. 

John Crothers, Sworn. — Lives in Blackwater-town ; remembers the 16th ; heard a great 
noise in the street, and some shots fired ; saw only a few persons together ; did not see the 
party alluded to by Mr. Magee, hut Mr. Magee told witness of it; a few nights previous 
saw a party of about 40 uicn pass through the town.

have heard it more than once, as a general rumour ; not given to him mb a magistrate. 
Witness was on the alert to hear about this ; Kinnigo is about .me-mid-u-liall or two milts 
from witness’s house ; shots fired and shouting in the direction ol kiumgo. Witness went 
up a hill in that direction about eight o’clock, to view; not a quarter a mile out of town 
a boy called William Sloan came up with a gun. Witimss asked him where he was go- 
i„o ; said he, 14 Do yon not hear what’s going on t Witness mud lie dick Sloan stuff lie 
was going to Kinnigo to assist those people; a person called hieluml Graham wAb with 
witness ; Sloan appeared in liquor. Witness said to him, l ake my ndvme and return 
buck to Lough gall ; don’t go over; it may be Hint' enough to act when an attack was made 
here.” Slolin is a Protest ant, niul was going to assist the 1 rotestants. Witness returned 
buck to Loughgall, and on his way a tenant from Kmiugo, called Savory, came up, as he 
thinks, in alarm, and stated to witness that a number ol Roman-cai holies at. the Gross- 
roads opposite to Kinnigo; some hundreds ; he came to witness lor assistance ; that they 
had fired Several shots at Kinnigo ; there arc houses at Kmmgo-h.ll lrvv.n and Savory 
live ()n the hill ■ said they were afraid their town would he entered mul destroyed. Witness 
said lie had no police or aid of any kind. Witness desired him to rut urn hack 10 put 
themselves in readiness to repel any auack, but on no account to proceed ram the place ; 
that if they were attacked to send him word, and he would endeavour to have assistance. 
Witness intended (not having police) to bring some of the well disposed ol the village of 
Lough gall with him ; no police were near Kinnigo; they were till in Armagh; the reports 
created alarm near Kinnigo, and about; nine o’clock the people were walking about. Wit- 
ness, between nine and ten o’clock on same night, went 011 the road with Mr. Walker, 
Dr. Shegog and others, for about a quarter of a mile in the direction of Kinnigo; might 
be three or four guns with witness’s party; these people came to witness. Witness and 
party went towards the College lands, which is in t lie direction of Kinnigo; when there 
] net/Mr. Cardwell of Lotigiigail ; said he was at Kinnigo ; Unit they, Kinnigo men, were ap- 
prehensive of an attack; but that the party hud not advanced upon them since the shots 
were in the evening, which were from the Catholic party. Witness and party returned to 
Loughgall in company with Mr. Cardwell. Witness went to bed about 12 o’clock. About 
two o’clock on Saturday morning (witness had made no preparations before going to bed 
as for going out, as the whole town was in alarm, and thinks his servants were sitting up) 
about two o’clock in thp morning Loughgall church-bell rang ; a servant informed wit- 
ness it was a signal to assault the Protestants, and were collecting. Witness looked out 
and saw a party going up the road ; might be about 10 or 12 persons. Witness heard 
Dr. Shegog’s voice with them. Witness told him to wail, a low mimil.es, and ho would go 
with him. They proceeded on to the church with witness, mid others joined them ; there 
might have been about altogether 20 or 30; remained at the church for some time; they 
said they arrested a boy who was travelling as a spy, as they thought ; a messenger was 
brought to witness, and witness asked, “ Did any of them know him,” and they said, “ Of 
indifferent character.” Witness asked him “ Where he came from, or where going;” said 
“ From Moy orCharlemont. ; was going to take the coach at Portadown (or Bellas!;;” he 
produced a bill for herrings from some persons in Moy or Charlemout. Witness thought 
lie was right, and let him go; witness and party walked in this direction of Kinnigo. Wit- 
ness said, if any breach of the peace would ensue, he would be very responsible ' for any act 
committed. The party with witness had arms ; mostly fill guns, pistols, blunderbusses, aud 
the like; were all of the neighbourhood of Loughgall. Witness and party arrived tit Kin- 
nigo; was moonlight night. Witness desired to know' at, Robert Irwin’s how the men were 
arranged; the Kinnigo men, the Protestant party. Witness was brought to gravel-pit with 
a whinny ditch on the one side ; along that were two or three men lying here and there 
ditch; thinks in all 20 or 30, with arms; all armed ; they said two shots had been 
fired, and one of the balls hud c\ut a tree or branch near them ; these shots were from the 
Catholic party. Witness asked where the Catholic party were stationed; the night was 
then becoming dark. - Witness was pointed 1.0 the turf clamps, and said, there was a massot 
people, there was, on the other side of the road, leading from Armagh mud to Loughgall. 
Witness could not distinguish any; might be 100 or 150 yards from witness; was informed 
that the Catholic party was so hu ge that when the first, pan of them was on the Blackwater-’ 
town road from Charlemout to Armagh, the last was below the hill, or about 200 yarda 
long, and were 300 or 400; that, they had been headed by a man, who said , l< Now, come; 
now lor Kinnigo.” Witness left his party, which was behind the ditch, and requested no shot 
Should be firedunless attacked by other party. No shots were fired while witness was there. 
Witness went into Irwin’s cabin, where witness found a number of those who accompanied 
him from Loughgall, and some others not known to witness, nil in the kitchen. . Witness 
inquired for Robert Irwin, the owner of the house, and was told he was gone back to the 
town; was afraid ; left his house from apprehension. Witness remained witli* him 1 until 
about five o’clock in the morning. ( ' Witness said he thought the opposite party had gone 
oft’, not having heard any shots, and it showing so weighty ; and that he and party mightg 0 
off. Witness, from the buzzing Hoist 1 lie heard from towards the bog, considered there was 
a large body of people, but could not see them. Witness and about 12 or *6 returned to 
s '• Loughgall 5 
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Lougligall ; the rest slept behind at Irwin’s house. Witness desired those behind not to 
leave their places; that is, not to go from the town to make any attack ; and if attacked 
they would have the law on their side; on their return, when about a quarter-utile from Kin-- 
nigo, two shots were fired ; thinks one from Grange side and the other from opposite direc- 
tion ; some of his party thought they heard the ball. Witness and party went home same 
morning; all was tranquil at nine o’clock. Witness thought Iloman-catholics had gone off 
about one o’clock (mid-day) ; heard a report a party had travelled through Charlemont on 
towards Kinnigo, Protestants. Some lime after, it was reported houses were on lire ; witness 
inquired ; when I heard it was in the neighbourhood of Kinnigo ; witness asked if any person 
would make affidavits before him ofthe facts, and he would send into Mr. Henry immediately 
for a force. Vv i truss heard that a tenant of Lord Clmrlemoni’s had walked dou n, who seen it : 
was Curtmill ; he was brought to witness’s office; said he would swear as to the appearance 
of houses being burned at Annahagh; and witness fo warded the same to Mr. Henry, the 
postmaster of Lougligall. William A tidy called upon witness, and said post-boy felt alarmed 
for travelling from Lougligall to Armagh, and asked if he might send him earlier than usual ; 
witness concurred, that from circumstances he thought he might ; he did nut go two or 
three hours earlier than usual. Witness sent to Sir Thomas Molly neaux, slating the account 
of the country, and it might be well, if he thought right, to have his corps of yeomanry 
put under arms, as witness believed there was no military or police in Armagh to be had. 
Sir Thomas wrote to witness and said he communicated with Lord Gosford, who informed 
him that no yeomanry couki be called out, unless under particular circumstances. Mr. 
Walker called upon witness, and he told Mr. Walker what lie had done; said lie was intend 
to go to Charlemont for the military; about three o’clock, he and Mr. Walker went 
towards Charlemont, and heard, when on the way, that a piece of cannon had been sent to 
the place where fire was; witness proceeded through College lands towards Kinnigo; when 
passing James Burrows’ house witness was informed Mr. Olpherts was there; witness 
went to the party at Burrows’ house. Mr. Olpherts told witness that the artillery was at 
the Cross-roads. Mr. Olpherts expressed a wish to Burrows iliat he should wish die Kin- 
nigo party would disperse; Burrows seemed to acquiesce ; was not in sight ot Irwin house 
nt~lhis time; witness went with Mr. Olpherts to whose artillery were, and was introduced to 
Sir F. Stoven. Witness was asked by Sir 1 \ Sloven, if 500 men were ready to march from 
Lougligall to Kinnigo to join the Protestant party, or if 1,500 ball cartridge were made in 
Loughgali ; witness said there was no such thing as either of them ; all remained on the road 
for about half an hour. Witness consulted Mr. Olpherts, if he would stay, or if he would 
want him to stop, for he would wish to go home; and if he met any stragglers going to- 
wards Kinnigo, he would see and put them back; those of the party which witness brought 
to Kinnigo and left, those being 14 or 15, came home to Lougligall, about eight o’clock 
on the same morning, after witness came home; witness thinks about that hour; about 20 
persons coming from Kinnigo; saw no other party travel through Lougligall that morning. 
Witness asked no questions of them, but heard all was quiet. Witness when in the Col- 
lege land, saw John Irwin, his bailiff! and told to go up towards Kinnigo, and tell any per- 
son there that they might give up their watching, as the military were on the ground. 
Witness went to Lougligall with Mr. Walker through Grange. Witness, saw no parties on 
the road with arms. 'Witness left home on Sunday morning, about ten o’clock ; to ride to- 
wards the Grange, and in Drumart met young Mr. Walker, and they rode on towards the 
Cross-roads, and funnel that the artillery and police had been off. Witness went to Robert 
Irwin’s house in Kinnigo ; had passed the place where Catholic party had been in the 
bog, and saw in Irwin’s house about six men ; he said he thought they might give up their 
guards, as. the military and. police were on the .watch and patrolled.^ Whites, Weir, were 
of those in the house ; had one gun. Witness returned home. On bmiday evening, about 
five o’clock, was informed that John Donnelly was going from c.rnpei to chapel through 
the day Tullysarren and Armagh, to collect a force ; and that lie had. such a force as would 
sweep the country from one end to the other; from a general apprehension, a number of 
people were assembled into Lougligall ; and groups of people were calling upon with similar 
reports. Mr. Hardy got au affidavit to that effect. W itness was informed that during the 
day on Sunday, two or three strangers were seen passing through the town, marking the 
Protestant houses; thinks there was none marked unless Protestants ; then under this 
apprehension, witness appointed a number of special constables, nine persons; and had a 
guard placed, of ao men, in the school-house ot Lougligall, with order, to send out a pa rol 
over to Greg’s mill, and one through Longhgall ; persons under charge ol ihe constables, 
armed with inns, ft*, were all Protestants; thinks patrol consisted of three or four; Mere 
afraid', from the affidavit, of the forces beiog assembled of the Roman-catholics; swore m 
the most steady and well-conducted ; swore in any persons who offered themselves; made 
no objection if their characters were good ; was no Roman-catholics present at the meet- 
ing • there was no solicitation, nor any rejection; tl any respectable Komar, -catholic had 
oBhred to be sworn, would not he rejected. Mr. Oliver, the rector, was present and assisted 
ill the arrangement. About eight o’clock in the evening, Mr. Obre came into Ujghrf, 
witness asked 'if he seen anything in Armagh to ground their apprehensions o! parties 
coming down on the night to deslray them. Witness and Mr. Obre sard there was great 
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as caretakers, joined Mr. Obre’s party, and witnesa and they wenL towards Driimurt and 
Grange, and saw no party of people, only his own patrol; no tumult was at Donnelly s 
house; seeing every thing quiet, they all returned ; they all called at Mr. Cardwells, 
and witness ordered them to got a glass of spirits each and water, and witness is respon- 
sible for the payment; and in 15 minutes alter all were gone; and Mr. Obre mul some 
other groups came into town with arms, See. Witness lold ihcm to go home ; they said they 
heard witness sent for them, and he said not, and ordered them home. Witness did not 
hear of Mr. Obre’s party afterwards; was no disturbance in Loughgall. On Monday morn- 
ing heard two guns and a pistol had been taken from the Rormiu-catholics in Derrycrew 
and Temagreevy ; a gun from Patrick Campbell ; one from Widow Irwin, and a pistol from 
Patrick Cullen; some applied to witness, and said, lie was ready to take information if they 
knew any of them ; Lliey were taken by a party ot people; heard it was ol those in Longh- 
gall. Campbell said he thought it was of the party who was at Longhgall. Guns were 
taken in witness’s country, about two or three years back ; hearing ol this, witness sent into 
Mr. Henry on Monday, and six police came out; witness placed ten men and two police 
as a patrol, to stop in the school-house, and go out in numbers ; next night, a guard was 
mounted ; on Wednesday, a company of the 64th regiment arrived ; witness thought there 
was no call for a guard at night, ns there appeared to be quietness; served out no ammuni- 
tion himself, no place. Witness saw bull cartridge made in a bouse in Loughgall, at seven 
or eight o’clock on the ifith, by Richard Graham. Witness told Mr. Cardwell to be very 
cautious in selling powder; does not know how many balls were made iti Loughgall. Wit- 
ness only gave two orders for powder, in all 1 \ pound. Witness thinks the racking 
the houses in Armagh and M‘ Mahon’s was the cause of party assembling in the country ; 
can’t say who ordered 1 Lie bell 10 be rung; heard that Protestants were often beat and 
attacked near M‘ Mali on’s house ; saw no ammunition in Kinnigo; saw only about 12 balls 
made ; saw no greater quantity of powder than quarter pound where ball cartridge was made. 



John Donnelly, Sworn. — Lives in Drumart; remembers the 1 5 th, Mr. Venter's day; two 
men came to his father’s house about two or three o’clock, one calling himself Atkinson, 
whom witness believes is Thomas Jones ; the other, Daniel M'Dennot, who said he was 
a Catholic ; Atkinson said he was an Orangeman. Witness’s father lives 00 the road near 
Loughgall; they said they had been in Armagh, and that they heard the mob intended 
racking his father’s house; Atkinson said this. Witness’s sister Eleanor said it would be 
necessary to go to Mr. Hardy, a magistrate, to get some protection; she went, and the two 
men accompanied her; she said she saw Mr. Hardy, and he told her ho had no force to 
send with her; this was about two or three o’clock. I11 her absence witness prepared to 
defend the house, by preparing his arms'; took off the windows, to he ready if :ui attack was 
made on the house; closed the doors and under-windows ; primed his arms; witness fixed 
himself in the window ; saw several parties of four or live together go past the house ; some 
of them stopped about tao yards fro in t the house; was day-light ; one party came and 
stood opposite the door. A party was up the Armagh rotul, about 60 perches, who raised 
a row, which he thought was only a pretence; they came past in about 10 or 15 minutes 
after; no harm was done to him or his house; as they went by they shouted, “To hell 
with the Pope, the Papists and Donnellys." Was told by Atkinson, who said he was an 
Orangeman, that house would be racked, and it was his word they had for it; parlies often 
go by bis father’s house beating drums and fifes, and playing party tunes. Witness was 
obliged to go to Mr. Hardy on one occasion, was after an assizes ; Mr. Hardy sent the 
police on three different occasions to protect his place. .From the 1 7th on till the 19th, and 
until the present, they have been under alarm. On Sunday niglu, 18th, saw a number 
of men coming towards witness’s house, thinks 150, some had belts and pouches, thinks 
Mr_. Hardy was with them; belts were while; witness was in Armagh chapel to collect 
money; met two persons, and had a conversation with them; a woman named Martin 
passed by, and might have heard some of conversation. 



Abraham Walker , Sworn. — Lives in Loughgall ; saith that he did not make a statement 
to any person that 1,500 rounds of ball cartridge was made in Loughgall ; might have said 
there were preparations making; said a good number of men were in readiness 111 Loughgall. 

Mr. Olplierts insists that last witness did tell him that 1,500 rounds of ball cartridge was 
made in Loughgall, and that witness told same to Sir Frederick Sloven, who spoke to Mr. 
Hardy. [The Court thinks this a misunderstanding, and not intended on either side.]

John Hide Cardwell, Sworn.— Saith, fives In Loughgall: keeps grocery and woollen 
shop ; sells powder; return of powder produced is a true return of the powder sold ; might 
ne a few small quantities, which might be sold to children, under four ounces ; is not bound, 
he .believes, to make return of anything less; thinks if the country had been quiet he would 
haye sold more lor sporting, On the 16th messengers eatne from Black water-town, and 
smd country was in a bad state; thinks Protestants came, for powder, and witness denied 
them; said a large number of Catholics had assembled near their place, and were afraid of 
an attack ; thjuks Graham got one .pound of powder on 19th ; witness said Mr. Hardy, his 
master, had guns, and, thought right to have ammunition.; was cautious who he sold to; 
thinks Mr. Graham made a few b.alls ; 110 person sells powder in Loughgall but witness;' 

witness 
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'witness got some powder out of the store of Charlemont Fort; Simon Cardwell went wi'lt 
him, who was permanent-sergeant in Siimmerisland corps, Captain Clark’s; this return is out 
of that powder; had about too lbs. of powder in all; witness met with the sergeant, was 
accidental, never went with witness before ; witness would have brought any person with him. 
Witness heard Loughgal] bell ring at one or two o’clock in the morn; witness heard shots 
the whole evening, before ; firing commenced about five o’clock evening of 16th ; the 
country and town was in alarm ; witness went to a road facing Kinnigo, about seven o’clock 
evening, and heard shots distinctly; thinks a number of guns might go off at once; heard 
cheering and shouting ; heard no music ; witness came home, and went out a second time 
about eight o’clock, in the same direction, but further towards Kinnigo; saw people 
listening ; witness thinks lie went into Kinnigo, but not where firing was; saw women and 
children there much alarmed, said they thought it would be their last night; were praying, 
as such a body of Roman-catholics had assembled near them, and were filing on them all 
night ; witness did noL see the crowd ; might be half a mile from them ; all was quiet when 
witness was there; witness thought they were firing on both sides, as there was such 
shouting; thinks parties were hardly in shot of each other; a ball might reach the length; 
witness returned home with four or five persons who were armed; witness met with Mr. 
Hardy and a few respectable people; witness said all was quiet, they were not shouting; 
and they returned with witness and party ; this was about nine o’clock. About one or two 
o’clock next day, 17th, witness and a young man went up 10 the hill of Loughgall, and 
accompanied Mr. Hardy to Kinnigo; witness saw the Kinnigo-men there; appeared on the 
defence; were along ditches and gravel hole; everything was quiet; they pointed to 
where Catholics had been or were at that time; the Cross-roads was not half quarter 
of a mile from where witness was; witness did not see the party; did not hear any 
noise from Roman-catholic party; witness, about five o’clock a. m., went towards 
where lloman-catholics should have been; Mr. Hardy went with witness; witness 
went further on than him, to listen whether the Roman-catholics had gone or not; heard 
nothing, and remained 14 or 15 minutes ; before witness left Lhe lane be heard two shots 
fired, thinks might be quarter of a mile off, at Kilraore-hill ; both shots came from same 
place; does not remember of shots being fired in Kinnigo; when witness was on his way 
home, about 15 minutes after, he heard two shots more ; does not think in Kinnego ; does 
not remember Mr. Hardy saying he heard voices of Roman-catholic party : witness went 
home; witness thinks his Roman-catholic and Protestant neighbours were all in alarm 
alike ; his neighbours were innocent of Kinnigo and Blackwater-town business; refused no 
Jioman-catliolie respectable neighbour powder; sold to two, and would not have sold it to 
Protestants at the time, as they made a pitiable story, said were lonely, and wanted for 
defence; persons got spirits opposite his door, got some bread, got only a small quantity ; 
none of them were intoxicated ; there was nothing particular in the demand for powder at 
the time; thinks the party went towards Tartaraghan ; Derrycrew is on the way; heard of 
guns been taken therefrom ; Mr. Obre was with “them; it was Mr. Hardy that ordered the 
refreshment to the men ; thinks he would have given it without payment; might be too of 
them ; had bread to give themashare; they were perfectly quiet and well-conducted; never 
heard who racked the houses at Derrycrew ; thinks two of their party were yeomen, all had 
arms; witness can’t say what kind of guns; some had white bells on; cant remember 
whether they' had bayonets, some had pouches. 



John Ilayleton Jackson, Sworn. —Lives in Charlemont; when returning from Armagh on 
the 15th, near M ‘Mahon’s house, at five or six o’clock, heard shunts for face of au Orange- 
man went as far as John Sloan’s house, at Alistra; Sloan advised witness not 10 go that 
way. Dr. Oakman, Thomas Martin, Daniel Jackson and William Kilpatrick, were with 
witness; remained in Sloan’s about 15 minutes, and they went on their way; a carpenter, 
called Veigh, told them not to go, for their lives would be taken. Witness and party 
turned, and wenl by Bond’s-mill bridge ; met one man with a bayonet and stick 111 a field ; 
does not know him. Witness heard shots fired, and shouting Garryown ; came from the 
direction they were warned against passing. Witness was often attacked between Armagh 
and Cliariemont ; on Christmas-night was attacked by three men near bloan s house, at 
Hole Slone; was same night Glass’s house was racked; witness was in a jaunting-car; 
Isaac Wilson was with witness; had left 'Armagh about half-past eight that evening; the 
men had been in a field behihd a ditch. Witness saw two men ; was a clear night ; could 
not discern who they were ; they must have known witness by being on the car. Witness 
has frequently to travel lhat way ; always was attacked near the same place; witness tnade 
this known to Mr. Olpherts and Lord Charlemont, and the latter said he would reporltt to 
Lord Gosfonl; was on that occasion three times attacked: was secondly attacked about 
l«o yards from Glass’s house; were about 20 persons there; they said Garryown, and 
threw stones after witness. Witness had stones and pistols loaded after first attack ; witness 
said nothing to them ; 'a stone was thrown into the oar. Three or four men ran after the 
car, and Wilson, who was with witness, told the men lie would shoot them ; they continued 
running after, and throwing stones; Wilson fired at them, and one or two appeared to draw 
hack; one continued after'; witness does not always travel with loaded pt.lt.lt is witness 
threw a stone at him, and he remained behind, and they went on with the car witness 
and Wilton were sober. At the Cross-roads were again attacked ; the Cioss-roads leads to 
Blackwater-town; five men were standing, four in a jump and one in rout; foremost 
shouted No tithe, and made a grasp at the bridle, and then at witness s bread 1 ; wi mess 
made no reply. Witness hit him with a stone, knocked him down, lhe olhei four said 
nothing; they bad more than room enough from the ear. Witness was on the one side; 
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thinks none of the three parties were drunk; had sucks but no euns or pistols that In: saw; 
Witness was attacked about two years ago. Did tell ur, Ulpherts or the attack on 
Christmas-night, but can’t say the attack on Christmas-night ; it is a year ago since be 
told Lord Charlemont. Assaults are quite common on the roads on Moy-lair nights 
always - generally Protestants beat on the road between Moy and Armagh. Hears indivi- 
duate were convicted Of an attack on people at Charlemont; heard they were Catholics 
coining from the fair' of Moy beaten there. Wilson got summonses, but. was not able to 
prove the case. Witness does hot know the persons; did not serve the summonses; did 
hot stop any place on Christmas-night. Witness is not ail Orangeman. Witness thinks 
the Protestants and all parties get justice in his neighbourhood. The general character of 
the road from Armagh to Charlemont is very bad, and the people will say, Don’t travel it. 
He won’t travel at night that road ; thinks they would attack any Protestant on it, us well as 
him. Thinks Garryown would pass him down the road, but not through lCinnigo. 



William Henry, of Armagh, Sub-inspector of Police, Sworn. • — Commands Armagh 
district; knows the road from Armagh to Charlemont; lias not heard of many outrages on 
that road ; riots and outrages occurred at the races. Attacks were made on police, the 
riders and others, and a number of persons were convicted summarily ; they attacked each 
other. Hears he was Roman-catholic that a pistol was taken from, and tt stick. When in 
custody, the mob said, To your station. He appeared to have a body to support him, and 
that they intended to rescue him. He was informed that the mob would attack police; 
hears of several attacks, and they having looked redress for themselves. Witness does not. 
know of them all. Filgnie, who was struck, was a Protestant, as witness believes. Saith 
that the warrant against Mawhinny was got, the clay after Mawliinny was beat, and witness 
got it backed on Sunday the next day. Thinks he? got a note from Mr. Glpherts, from 
Keady, as to getting the warrant issued to county Tyrone, find backed by a magistrate for 
that county. ""Witness got it clone, and everything was done to have it executed.

No. l. — The Earl of Gosford to Sir William Cosset. 

Sir, , Gosford, j 7 January 1835. 

I beg to inform you that large assemblies of people were seen adjoining the road lead- 
ing from Armagh to Charlemont. Some shots I am told were fired, but 1 have not heard 
of any thing serious having occurred ; from the steps taken, I trust order has by this been 
pretty nearly restored. There are very few troops in Armagh, their having been ordered 
off to Newry, where General Macdonnel I now is. I have written to see if lie can send 
a troop of dragoons or a company of infantry to Armagh, which 1 hope he may be able to 
do. In the mean time, I have directed the constabulary force there to be increased as 
much as possible. ' 1 

A large Orange mob came into Armagh on the day of the election for this county ; and 
from what took place then, from all I can collect, has led to the circumstances above alluded 
to. I am also informed that rather a large party, with various kinds of weapons, marched 
into Armagh to-day, but hearing that their friends were assembled on the road to Charle- 
mnnt, they went off to join them. I should like to have gone towards Charlemont, but 
i was unable to leave my room, confined by a sharp attack of gout. _ 

If I hear anything particular, I shall not fail to communicate’ it. ,

I have the honour to forward for the information of the Lord Lieutenant, a report, just 
received from Sub-inspector Henry, stating that large numbei'9» of armed people have, 
assembled last night or early this morning near Loughgall, arid \Jiat the magistrates in 
Armagh had not thought it advisable for the police to repair to the spot, considering them 
to be too much in numbers to be of service, although upwards of 50 men are still iu that, 
town, not having yet dispersed since attending the election. 

I shall proceed immediately to the place and ascertain the facts of the case, and take such, 
measures as necessity demands and prudence dictates, furnishing, if possible, further inform 
ma'iton by this. post.

I have to acquaint you that a report has just reached this, ihat about3oo of the Catholic 
party and a greater number of Protestants had assembled with arms during the night, 
between this and Moy, and have been engaged ; and that the bells of Loughgall and adjoin- 
ing places are ringing, for the purpose, it is supposed, of collecting additional force. 

Having consulted with the magistrates and placed myself under their direction, they 
have decided, that as the military are at present absent on duty at Monaghan and Newry 
(at which latter place General MaecloimeJI now is), that they could not think of sending 
or proceeding with my small force to the place where a large body of persons are 
assembled.

My Lord, Dublin, 1S January 1835. 

Having this morning received a report from Sir Frederick Stovin, of an armed party, 
consisting of about 150 men, having been seen by him on a hill near the road from 
Charlemont to Armagh, on the opposite side of which there were seven cabins on fire, the 
residences of Roman-catholics; — 

I am directed by the Lord Lieutenant to inform your lordship that lr.s Excellency lias 
directed Sir Frederick Stovin to wait upon you, with a view of tendering the best assistance 
of the Government to bring to justice the offenders. 

Should your lordship be of opinion that the services of Mr. Jones, the stipendiary magis- 
trate would be useful on this much to be lamented occasion, you will have the goodness to 
call upon him. He is at present at Omagh. 

Sir Frederick Stovin will cbmmunicate to your lordship his instructions from the Lord 
Lieutenant.

Sir, Dublin Castle, 18 January 1835. 

With reference to your letter of yesterday evening, addressed to the Under-secretary, 
reporting your having proceeded on the road between Charlemont and Armagh, attended 
by a magistrate and a detachment of artillery, which had been called out in consequence 
of information having reached you of a number of persons having assembled in that direc- 
lion, which, on your arrival on the spot pointed out, you unfortunately found confirmed, by 
your perceiving about 150 men well armed on a bill near the road, on the opposite side of 
which you saw on fire seven cabins, the residences of Romau-catholics ; 

I am directed to express the deep regret this intelligence has caused to the Lord Lieu- 
tenant ; and I have to state, that although the information before his Excellency in tins 
early stage could not be of that specific nature to enable his Excellency to offer a reward 
for the detection and apprehension of the offenders, yet it is sufficient for authorizing you 
to put yourself in immediate communication with the lord-lieutenant of the county, with 
a view of adopting prompt and effective measures for bringing the offenders to justice. 

It is stated in your letter, that armed yeomanry men were coming from ly roue to assist 
their brethren in Armagh. Upon this point I have to convey to you bis Excellency s 
desire that your best exertions be used for ascertaining to what corps those men beloug,atid 
their number, and (if possible) their names ; in order that a proceeding so discreditable may 
be brought fully under his Excellency’s consideration, as his Excellency will not tolerate so 
great an abuse, as that of allowing men to retain their muskets and bayonets belonging to 
yeomanry corps, who appear by your report to have been assembled to disturb, and not to 
preserve the public peace.

No. 5.— -Sir F. Stovin to Sir William, G osset. 

■ gj r 1 ‘ Dungannon, 18 January 1835. 

With reference to my letter of yesterday’s date, I have the honour to acquaint you, for 
the information of the Lord Lieutenant, that on my arrival at Charlemont I found that 
Colonel Storey; having heard of the assembly of armed bodies of men, and some 
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officers having seen many pass through Charlemont from the Tyrone side, had sent to Mr. 
Olford, a magistrate, and was prepared to give every assistance. On that gentleman’s ap- 
pearance 30 of the artillery, with a gun, and 12 police, who I had sent from Dungannon, 
proceeded on the Armagh road; and when about half way to that town, a large armed 
body of men (from 150 to 200), with muskets and fixed bayonets (evidently yeomanry 
arms), were perceived drawn up on a commanding hill about 400 yards from the road 
on the left, and immediately opposite, on the right of the road, were seven cabins in flames. 
Here the troops halted, and a person who appeared to have influence demanded from the 
hill to speak to Mr. Olford. He declared that tile armed body were assembled in self- 
defence/and denied that they had any share in the burning ; and that they expected to be 
attacked by upwards of 1,000 Catholics, who he asserted were drawn up on a hill about 
half a mile further on. When expostulated with on the impropriety of any class of persons 
appearing in arms, and told they must disperse, he replied, they would do so immedi- 
ately if the Catholics were likewise dispersed. And as there was no positive proof that 
this body had fired the houses, and as the magistrate appeared averse to proceed to extre- 
mities until it was ascertained whether the Catholics were assembled ; and as he said he 
thought, if it were so, that he had influence enough to persuade them to disperse; leaving 
the troops as they stood, I proceeded with him along the road for more than a mile, but 
there was no appearance of any such assembly; and by the time we had returned, the Pro- 
testants had retired from their position ; and on the police ascending the hill, they were 
seen marching away towards Loughgall in regular order, with sloped arms. 

At this time the people whose houses had been burned began to return ; and from their 
evidence, no doubt remains in my mind that the party on the hill had committed the de- 
predation. These people were loud in their expressions against the magistrates, who they 
accused of being fully aware of what was to take place. Of the truth of this I am not to 
judge ; but incline to the opinion that it was known that the Protestants were about to 
take revenge for two of their party having been shot at and wounded on Thursday evening 
last, when returning from Armagh after the chairing of Colonel Verne r, the shots being 
fired from some of the houses which have been destroyed. 

This dreadful havoc took place between twelve and one olclock in the day; and had the 
magistrates in Armagh allowed Mr. Henry to have moved with some part of the police 
yesterday morning, it would have been prevented; and it would have been equally pre-i 
vented had Mr. Olford, who lives within a mile of the scene (supposing him to have been 
aware of the intention) demanded the assistance of the military at Charlemont. 

Although the armed party had retired, we remained on the road until nearly dark, and on 
returning to Charlemont we found the town of Moy (separated by tire river) full of armed 
Protestants collected from the neighbourhood ; but upon intimating a determination to 
prevent their passing the bridge, they returned to their homes with drums and fifes 
playing. 

It would be superfluous to enumerate all the vague reports of both parties being deter- 
mined to assemble through the country and oppose each other; but the exasperation and 
excitement is so great, that l feel assured nothing but the presence of a large military force 
can save the tranquillity qf the county ; and I beg to suggest that troops should be sta- 
tioned at Moy, at Loughgall and Black water-town, who should constantly patrol under the 
superintendence of an active chief magistrate.

No. 6. — Sir F. Stovin to Sir II. Hardinge. 

. ' Dungannon, 19 January 1835. 

I have Ihe honour to transmit, for the information of (he Lord Lieutenant, the report of 
Chief-constable Atkinson, who I mentioned having stationed with 20 police at Charlemont ; 
from which it is evident that armed parties are on the alert through that part of the couatry 
where the scene of depredation took place on the 17th instant. 

The chief-constable has fortunately arrested five men with arms, while on patrol this 
morning ; which I trust' will lead to a discovery of the perpetrators of the outrages already 
committed, and possibly prevent a repetition of them. 

Rumours are still afloat that both parties are. determined to act offensively against each 
other; and as I have certain information that frequent demands for gunpowder have been 
mane within the last few days of the venders in Dungannon and Moy, it might be advis- 
able to authorize the chief-constable to withdraw all licences in his district for the 
present.

I have the honour to inform you that, on my march from Armagh here, I was challenired 
hya party of men who were, assembled on Kitmi go-hill ; several in their party cried out 
Fne, and otheis desired them not: on which f desired my party to load, and then ad- 
vanced to the hill. On my approach they Jell back. I was met by two men of their party, 
who appeared to be respectable, and stated that they were come to that place for the pur- 
pose of advising the people to disperse, and that they were only Assembled for the purpose 
of protecting their lives and properties. There appeared to be a great number assembled ; 
but, irom the darkness of the night, I was unable to ascertain their force. * 

The patrols were conducted according to your orders, at the hours of eight, eleven and 
half-past five o clock ; they consisted of one constable and five men each. The patrol that 
went out at eight o’clock returned at eleven ; that which went out at eleven was accom- 
panied by Mr. Olpherts, J. P., and met the patrol from Armagh at Aimahash ; returned at 
half-past two o’clock a. m. ° 

^ accompanied the patrol at half-past five o’clock this morning, and found five men on 
the road near Charlemont, with arms. I took them into custody, and reported the circum- 
stance to Mr. Olpherts, J. P., who is to be in here this day to investigate the matter • 
returned to quarters at hali^past eight o’clock, A. m.

No. 7. — William Olpherts, Esq., J. P., to Sir H. Hardinge. 

Sir, • JDartry-lodge, Blackwater-town, 20 January 1835. 

I have to state to you, for the information of his Excellency the Loid Lieutenant, that 
six men were taken into custody yesterday morning, under arms, convenient to Charlemont, 
by a police patrol under the command of Mr. Atkinson, chief-constable of police j and in 
the course of the day, I took the information of Mr. Atkinson and of some of the police, 03 
also of Mr. Byers, the portreeve or chief magistrate of the borough of Charlemont, and of 
Joseph M'Murrain, aconstable of the same place; and having given the case the best con- 
sideration in my power, I ordered the prisoners to be discharged, on Mr. Byers and another 
respectable person undertaking that the prisoners would appear when required : at the same 
time, I did not think that, weighing ail the evidence taken before me, I was warranted to 
order the arms to be restored to those persons, without first having the sanction of his 
Excellency. 

I discharged the prisoners, as from the evidence it appeared they did not think that in 
carrying arms they were acting contrary to law, but, on the other hand, they really consi- 
dered themselves as duly authorized to do so, having been appointed by Mr. Byers, or his 
constable, to act as they did. Whether Mr. Byers or his constable were justified in giving 
such order and authority to those persons, does not fall within my duty as a magistrate to 
say. I merely make this brief statement, to explain to you the grounds on which I thought 
it proper to release the prisoners. The several informations are ready to be forwarded for 
his Excellency’s inspection, whenever they may be required. I am happy to say that this 
morning we have every appearance of peace and good order being restored in this neigh- 
bourhood ; at the same time I must say, that I think that a strong force of military or 
police should be stationed some time in the neighbourhood. The several roads here are 
patrolled every night by military and police ; and being the only magistrate here, all the 
duty has fallen on me; and, should circumstances render it necessary to keep up military 
patrols, it would not be in my power to attend them every night. At the same time I must 
say, that I am ready and willing to, encounter any fatigue I might be equal to. Though 
these unfortunate deluded parties at present may appear, from the forces opposed to their 
proceedings, peaceable, I am disposed to apprehend some waylayings after night; so that 
some steps should be, if possible, taken to guard against such acts of violence.

Third patrol.— One constable and seven men, left Charlemont at half-past two a.m., 
accompanied by Mr. Olpherts, J. P. Returned at five o’clock a. m. : all tranquil. '

His Excellency concurs with your lordship in thinking that Armagh would be the most 
convenient place for the investigation of the circumstances connected with the late outrage 
near Charlemont, and he is desirous that the inquiry should be commenced at the earliest 
moment at which it may be practicable, 

In my letter of the 21st instant, I informed your lordship that his Excellency considered 
it expedient, that all the circumstances connected with the burning of the cabins, and with 
the previous occurrences, should receive the fullest investigation. It is his Excellency’s 
desire that the inquiry should be so conducted as to ascertain, not only the facts that have 
occurred, but the origin of the existing feuds; and that it should extend, if necessary, to 
the period of the races, three months ago, when the quarrel between the parties is said to 
have commenced. 

With respect to your lordship’s suggestion that a magistrate should be stationed, during 
the investigation, at Moy, Blackwater-town or Loughgall, I am to request that your lord- 
ship will make such arrangements as may be necessary for that purpose, in concert with 
Sir Frederick Stovin.

Sir, Gosford, 8 February 1835. 

The investigation finished last Wednesday evening, after a very close anti mitiuie inquiry 
into the circumstances which his Excellency was pleased to submit lo our consideration. 
The principal feature in the business was the burning of seven bouses in the tuwuland of 
Anahagh, belonging to Catholics; and I confess this appears to me to have been a most 
wanton atrocious outrage, and any attempt to soften or to palliate the olfencc failed in its 
object, and tended in no way to shake my opinion as to Lhe truiisnction. With respect to 
the rumours of the Williamsons having been shot, I have only to remark that no evidence 
to support it was produced. It appears that the Williamsons were beaten with sticks after 
the racking of M'Mahon’s house and the sacking of Hughes, and the strong presumption 
is that they were concerned in both outrages. For the other particulars I beg to refer you 
to the proceedings which accompany this, and also to Mr. Jones’s report, which I am sure 
will be sufficient to pin the Lord Lieutenant in full possession of all the circumstances con- 
nected with our inquiry. I cannot omit stating, that in the whole of this business I have 
received very able and valuable assistance from Mr. Jones, and I also feel much indebted 
to Sir Frederick Stovin, for his active and zealous exertions to promote the object of the 
investigation.. I am decidedly of opinion that the people in this county are well inclined 
to live in harmony and goodwill with one another; and if the gentlemen would, in their 
respective neighbourhoods, use their influence in cultivating this feeling, the happiest results 
might be expected,

more, in the county of Armagh, were maliciously set on fire by an armed party, who fired 
several shots at some of Conroy’s family, while the houses were burning: And that on the 
same evening, the house of Mary Moore, at Blundell’s Grange, in the said county, was ran- 
sacked by a party of persona, and then burned to the ground : His Excellency, for the better 
apprehending and bringing to justice the perpetrators of these outrages, is pleased hereby to 
oiler the rewards annexed to the several cases, to any person or persons who shall, within six 
months from the date hereof, give such information as shall lead to the apprehension and 
conviction of all or any of the persons concerned therein ; viz.

You there found a Protestant party in arms, and remained there till five o’clock in 
the evening, and then returned to Loughgall with about 12 or 16 of your party, leaving the 
rest behind. “ You desired those behind not. to leave their places ; that is, not to go from 
the town to make any.attack, and if attacked they would have the law on their side.” You 
heard shots fired shortly after you left Kinnigo. Fourteen or 15 men were left behind, and 
they came home to Loughgall about eight o’clock on the saute morning. 

71I1. All was tranquil at Loughgall at nine o’clock. “ About one o’clock, you state that 
unfavourable reports reached you, and you forwarded Cardwell’s deposition as to the houses 
being burned, to Mr. Henry, and you sent to Sir Thomas Molyneux, who wrote to you slat- 
ing that the yeomanry could not be called out unless under particular circumstances.” 

8th. About three o’clock you proceeded through College lands toward Kinnigo, and you 
state your interview with Mr. Olpherts and Sir F. Stovin. You saw John Irwin, your 
bailiff, “and told him to go upwards towards Kinnigo, and tell any person there that they 
might give up their watching, as the military were on the grounds.” 

oth. On Sunday morning you went to Kinnigo; found all quiet. You found about six 
men in Irwin’s house. You said you thought they might give up their guards, as the 
military and the police were on the watch, and patrolled ; but in consequence of reports as 
to the Roman-catholics, and of an affidavit that Donnelly was going from chapel to chapel 
to collect a force, you appointed nine special constables, and had a guard placed in the 
school-room, and sent out patrols, under charge of the constables, armed with "-uns. 

10th. About eight o’clock in the evening Mr. Obree came into Loughgall, aucf spoke of the 
excitement on the road. About two o’clock in the morning Mr. Obree, who is not a magis- 
trate, came to Loughgall, accompanied with an armed party of about 100 or 150, with mus- 
kets, &c. (Donnelly swears the party consisted of 150); some of the men had belts and 
pouches on. Obree said he would be accountable for the conduct of his men. “ He said, 
nothing should be done by them or party, but under the command of Mr. Hardy.” Some 
of those in Loughgall, as caretakers, joined Obree’s party. “ You and the party -.vent toward 
Diumnnt and the Grange, and saw no party of people ; only your own patrol. You re- 
turned and treated the party at Cardwell’s Lo a glass of spirits and water each. (Cardwell 
says they got spirits ; none of them were intoxicated.) Other armed parties came into 
town, who said they heard you had sent for them, and you ordered them home. Sir F. 
Stovm s evidence proves that Cardwell, about 12 o’clock on the 17th, procured a barrel 
and a halt ot gunpowder. He explains the nature of the force on Kinnigo-hill, at the time 
tue seven cabins were burning on the opposite side. He says, M'Mullen came down ns the 
ambassador from these 150 men, and said they were “ defending themselves: they were all 
beaten the night before.
